Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  January  decreased 
$1.3  billion  or  0.6  percent  from  December  to  $212.6  billion. 
New  orders  for  durable  goods  decreased  $1.8  billion  or  1.5 
percent  to  $113.9  billion;  this  revises  the  earlier  reported 
decline  of  2.8  percent,  with  most  of  the  revision  in  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry.  New  orders  for  nondurable 
goods  were  up  $0.5  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $98.7  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  declined  in  January 
$3.7  billion  or  1.7  percent  to  $207.7  billion.  All  of  the 
decline  was  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  down  $3.9  billion 
or  3.5  percent  to  $109.1  billion.  Shipments  of  nondurable 
goods  increased  $0.3  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $98.6 
bill  ion. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  increased  $4.9 
billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $408.4  billion.  This  is  the 
largest  one-month  increase  since  the  1.7  percent  increase 
last  July. 

Current  cost  inventories  at  the  end  of  January  were  up 
$2.7  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $336.3  billion.  Durable 
goods  inventories  increased  0.9  percent  and  nondurables  0.6 
percent.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  for  January  was 
1.62  up  from  1.58  in  December. 

New  Orders 

Within  the  durable  goods  sector,  large  declines  in 
orders  for  transportation  equipment  and  primary  metals  more 
than  offset  increases  in  the  machinery  categories. 
Transportation  was  down  $2.7  billion  or  8.8  percent  to  $28.4 
billion;  aircraft  and  parts  dropped  $2.2  billion  or  17.4 
percent  and  motor  vehicles  and  parts  $0.9  billion  or  5.5 
percent.  Primary  metals  declined  $1.8  billion  or  15.0 
percent  to  $10.2  billion,  following  10.0  percent  increase  in 
December. 

Both  electrical  and  nonelectrical  machinery  orders 
increased  in  January.  Electrical  machinery  was  up  $1.1 
billion  or  5.8  percent  to  $20.9  billion;  increases  were 
widespread  in  the  specific  categories.  Nonelectrical 
machinery  increased  $1.3  billion  or  6.8  percent  to  $20.5 
billion.  Most  of  the  increase  was  in  office  and  computing 
equipment,  up  $1.1  billion  or  24.2  percent  to  $5.7  billion. 

Within  nondurables,  declines  in  tobacco  and  petroleum 
products  were  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  most  of  the 
other  categories. 


Shipments 

The  decline  in  durable  goods  shipments  of  3.5  percent 
resulted  from  decreases  in  nearly  all  categories  except 
machinery.  Transportation  equipment  declined  $3.5  billion 
or  12.0  percent  to  $25.6  billion,  with  all  categories  except 
railroad  equipment  decreasing.  Primary  metals  declined 
$0.9  billion  or  8.1  percent  to  $10.4  billion  with  both  steel 
and  nonferrous  declining. 

Electrical  machinery  shipments  increased  $0.4  billion 
or  2.2  percent  to  $19.9  billion  with  a  mixed  pattern  of 
change  in  the  specific  categories.  Nonelectrical  machinery 
increased  $0.4  billion  or  2.2  percent  to  $19.8  billion;  an 
increase  in  office  and  computing  equipment  more  than  offset 
declines  in  most  of  the  other  categories. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  were  up  0.3  percent; 
declines  in  tobacco  and  petroleum  products  were  offset  by 
increases  in  most  of  the  other  categories. 

Unf i lied  Orders 

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  increased  $4.8 
billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $394.6  billion.  Transportation 
equipment  increased  $2.8  billion  or  1.6  percent,  all  of 
which  was  in  aircraft  and  parts.  Electrical  machinery 
increased  $1.0  billion  or  1.1  percent,  most  of  which  was  in 
communication  equipment.  Nonelectrical  machinery  increased 
$0.7  billion  or  1.2  percent,  reflecting  scattered  smaller 
increases. 

Inventories 


Increases  in  inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers 
were  widespread.  Transportation  equipment  was  up  $0.6 
billion  or  1.0  percent;  primary  metals  were  up  $0.5  billion 
or  2.9  percent;  and  nonelectrical  machinery  was  up  $0.5 
billion  or  1.1  percent.  The  largest  increases  in 
inventories  of  nondurable  goods  manufacturers  were  in 
chemicals,  rubber  and  plastics,  and  printing  and  publishing; 
the  largest  declines  were  in  petroleum  products  and  apparel. 

Inventories  in  all  stages  of  processing  increased  in 
January.  Materials  and  supplies  were  up  0.7  percent,  work 
in  process  0.6  percent  and  finished  goods  1.1  percent.

Defense  capital  goods  include  ordnance,  communication  equipment,  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts,  and  shipbuilding  converting  and  repairing.   The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
